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Hie order further provides ths+Zoffen^rc who escape the death penalty or Im- 
prisonment may still he santenc^o to hahcL labor, and in addition may be deprived of 
their right to vote, their privilege to wort for the State, and their right to serve 
in the country's armod^forces. 

SEOBTft-GE OF FISH IN NOBWAY 

"Ninety -five per cent of all fish produced in Norway is now being shipped to 
Germany or to martets in German-occupied countries," says an article in Svensta, Nag- 
bladet of Stoctholm. "For the first time in history," it continues, "there is a 
fish shortage in Norway. Strict rationing of fish has been introduced in all Nor- 
wegian communities. Pried fish, formerly one of Norway's important export articles, 
will soon disappear completely from the market , because the Germans are taking all 
available fish immediately, leaving none for the drying process." 

Due to the scarcity of meat since the invasion, Norwegians have been more de- 
pendent on fish than ever before.
